Because systematic dipping and 
inspection are the only means 
known today for wiping out fever 

ticks, the demands made on cattle- 
men in infested areas during eradi- 


cation are much more onerous than |. 


those ‘of the ‘screwworm progran). 


In the latter, the sterile flies did 


most of the work of wiping out the 
native fly population, But, to get 
rid of ticks,”cattle must be round- 
ed up, dipped and inspected every 
14 to 21 days for a year after the 
last ticks have been found. 
Nevertheless, in Florida’s four- 
th tick eradication program, which 
ended in October and required

spectors—even shootings and kill- 
ings. 


The first attack on the fever tick ji 


—a 15 state prugram, including 
Florida—started in 1907 and took 
36 years to complete, ending. in 
1943. Since then there were two 
more, 1945-50 and 1957-58. 

By today’s standards, Florida’s 
beef cattle industry in the early 
1900's was a pretty sorry thing. 
The animals were mostly “scrub” 
varieties, undernourished and sub- 
ject to many diseases and pests. 
In 1920 our beef cattle population 
was estimated at only 766,000 head. 
Today it’s around 1% milligy 

Cattle raising was a rigged busi- 
ness 50 years ago and, on the 
whole, thé cattlemen of those days 
were a rugged lot. They didn’t reai- 
ize what disease.control and eradi- 
cation could do for them—so they. 
opposed it. 

* ee o 

We expect to be starting soon on 
a statewide program in Florida, in 
co-operation with the Federal gov- 
ernment, to eradicate hog cholera. 
To be successful, this effort will 
require widespread co-operation by 
swine raisers. They benefitted 
greatly, as did other livestock own- 
ers, from the successful screwworm 
eradication program of 1958-59. I 
know our hog raisers are fully 
aware of the threat cholea poses to 
their operations. Théj@jpave indi- 
cated they want ʻan eradication 
program, and I'm glad to know 
that we have funds available and 
are ready to go. 

To wipe out hog cholera may 
take five years. However, the 
money, time and effort required to 
do the job should be an excellent in- 
vestment. The disease can wipe out 
an unprotected herd almost over- 
night. For a hog that comes down 
with Cholera, no cure is known at 


~ this time. 


Because we still have cholera in 
the U. S., our pork is barred from 
several foreign countries. Once we 
have rid the nation of cholera our 
pork exports can be increased, our 
hog raisers will be relieved of a 
deadly threat to their business and 
the year-to-year cost of “living 
with” cholera will become a thing 
of the past.
